News of a Teteran Navigntor on Its 
proTemeiit. 

Editor Vk'kibvrg Jliruld: i'loase allow 
me through the columns of your paper, 
to address a few woros to the planters of 

the Mi8sit<8ii)pi Valley. 

These people have been my trusted 
friends and patrons for iii'>r(' than half a 
century through all the ye irsof peace, wa»- 
and pestilence; and in prosperity and ad- 
vt•r^il> iiWkv liiey have ever manifested 
fcelin;.' of frirndshij) and earnest tjood will 
towanl nie, tiic reintMiihrancc of whivh I 
shall ever cherish wiili the kindcKt emo- 
tions, and with a pU- isureahlc i)ride that, 
during luy life time, 1 have at least been 
esteemed " a worthy object of so royal a 
people's repaid. 

With me friendship is no superliciul 
sentiment, expressed in meaningless words 
from the lips of the man who knows little 
else of yon than name. But it is an honest 
impulse, resulting from personal predilec 
tions, MS interestf'd su;»'<rested by the kind- 
liest motives, and a fc<'liii'_' inspired by the 
most conjrenial and iniiiuate association. 
jThe impulse, my friends in the Valley 
iknow, hns ever been the tenor of my con- 
duct hi respei^t to tliem and iheir varied 
interests, and in this spirit do I now ad- 
dress thein. 

To tl>em permit me to say : My friends, 
your fate is indeed a hard one. In your 
convention your niembers of congress de- 
clared to you in unmistakable language 
that they ecnild neither vote for or enter- 
tain any resolution as to the improvement 
! of the Alississippi river, calculated to ben- 
efit yon, unless the sitme should meet the 
approval of the Mississippi River Conven- 
tion. 

Neither could sucli resolution or sug- 
gestion be submitted to the action of 
congress unless approved by the Missis- 
sippi liiver Commission ; then again, your 
representatives In congress, a few days 
since, had the assiirancti to forward delib- 
erate instructions to the Mississippi legis- 
lature positively commanding them to re- 
fuse peremptoiily to vote for any and all 
schemes looking to the adopUon of the 
outlet system. 

Now, why not let the jetty system stand 
upon its own intrinsic merits, if it has 
any, and at the same time give to the 
"Gowdon plan" a fair anu impartial 
hearing before the public in all its applica- 
tion thereto? But then the members of 
the River Commiseion before a Congres- 
sional Committee the other day, iniormed 
you and the country at large, that an out- 
let throuirh Lake Borgne would work un- 
told disaster to the county situated along 
the banks, as it would create a general 
overtluw in that region. 

Now will Major Harrod please exhibit 
to the thinkm;: and ohservini,' people of 
the valley the map showing tiie particular 
section that would be submerged in the 
succe>isful I'onipletion of the outlet indi- 
cateil ? As (pr myself, 1 can see nothing to 
be affected by it save Lake Borgne itself, 
whii h is onlv an arm of the Gulf of Mex- 
ico. AVith Captain Kads and hifulutin 
and ruinous applications of "science" 
rests the responsibility of choking ap the 
month of the Futher of Waters. 

His mattresses, piles, rocks and other 
obstructions have succeeded most effectu- 
ally, in closing up the natural outlet of the 
Mississippi, so that now the only remedy 
su;;geste<l by the plain unvarnished dic- 
tates of connnon sense for the escai)e of 
this great body of water, without <l^ri- 
ment to the country, is to give it Tree 
exit through Lake Borgne, tlms relieving 
the Valley an4 improving navigation ac- 
cordingly. 

Unless this done it will be forced to seek 
some other outlet, and the result will bo 
that it will burst over its bunks and rush- 
ing blind over the land, devastate the 
whole country within its reach, while the 
ruined ponulation will be compelled to flee 
to the hills lor that nrotection which the 
policy of c^D|eBC« 1)1^1 robbed them of 
at home. *

outlet the ^lississippi has to assist i*s mis- 
erable sluggish mouth, und even this one 
is too sniall for the necessary require- 
ments of its discharging process. I do not 
hesitate to say tiiat the present trouble 
from high water lielow and above and 
everywhere, should he laid at the door of 
the .Seven Wise Men that call themselves 
the ]Mississi|)pi liivor Commission, and 
their grand hi;;h priest, Mr. Eads. 

The ni'sei'able little funnel which these 
uenllcnien claim to be GOO ieet wide and 
2() feet deep is not as large as the Kanawha 
river when it is full, and vet, muzzled as 
it is expected to carry off the waters of 
one of the wildest an(l biggest and grand- 
est riviTs in the world. 

Just now tlien» can be no relief from the 
packets. The greatest sullering is back in 
ihe re<j:ion where the StCum boatS CaU nOt 
reach. The dosolation witnes.«?ed by me 
on the lower wiist coming up last trio beg- 
gars descri]nion. I have seen whole uroves 
of cattle huddled to;.'ether on portions of 
levees so insignicant that one would ex- 
pect to see them swept away with every 
passing wuvt^ 

Un that trip I saw ljnndre<ls of j)eople 
whose every effort was absolutely neces- 
sary to the protection of their own lives, 
and the abandonment of everv thing else. 
I'hey had lust, and were satislied to lose 
everything in the world if their lives were 
spar.'d them. 

The crevasses in Point Coupe are by no 
means equal to the emergency and they 
are unable to materially lessen the rise of 
the water below. The'mouth of the river 
is gagged with a hundred obstructions, and 
there is no hope for the poor planter of the 
Valley. 

Let the people take this matter in their 
own hands, prosecute the subject to the 
bitter end, and give those who would de- 
lude them into the false theories of a most 
defective science no quarter, no counten- 
ance, and naught save the contempt they 
deserve.

I he Flooded South as Seen by One Kre 
Witness. 



Cleveland H«rai<f. 
Mr. J. H. Bradlee, of this city, returned 
yesterday from a two months' trip through 
the flooded districts of the South. "People 
up here have no idea of the teirible state 
of things," said he. -"Such sights and 
sufl'ering of man and beast beggars descrip- 
tion. On Saturday morning I left Little 
Rock by rail to Madison, forty miles from 
Memphis. We were eleven hours going a 
hundred miles, in many places the water 
covering the track for niiles. At Madison 
we took the steamer IJene Mc(.'ready down 
the St. Francais to the Mississippi and up 
to Memjihis. Here the water spread out 
nearly sixty miles wide, on an avera^'o of 
fifteen fee', deep, and in uiany places mucii 
deeper. In the midst of these waters were 
villages and farms almost deserted by all 
except the live stock. We saw in pne 
place a narrow strip of land about a 
hundred yards long and six to fifteen feet 
wide. This was crowded with sheep and 
cattle and hogs crazy with suflering, de- 
vouring each other like ferocious boasts. 
Where there was any ( hance of keeping 
stock on land it was rapidly dying (»f buf- 
falo nits. We saw houses where the water 
reached above the second floor. From 
one of these two men in a dugout or small 
boat came out and p{ok«v) up a dead 
animal that floutid on the water and 
carried it buck to the starving inmates of 
the houses. On a raft in a small inlet we 
saw sixteen mules and started to take 
them aboanl, but found them raving so 
feir.uUy and acting like mania) brutes 
that we dared not go near. Several hogs 
that were sitting on a log in the midst of 
the water left it and swam up to our boat 
crying almost like a human. Sneh Bor«ama 
I never want to hear again. As we left 
them they would swim buck to the stump. 
From one of the houses a man came out 
with a letter for Memphis. Ho 8j\id his 
wife had just dted of starvation, and for 
heaven's sake to send him help." ^'

Mr. Reed went first to Giilteaii's cell to 

ascertain if lie woiiM set- his brother-in-law 
from wIjoui he lias been Bomewhat es- 
trfttifre<) of late. The assassin at first de- 
cline<l to neconl liini an inl'Tview and 
gpoke in the most ilenunciatorv terms of 
him. He was finally persuaaed that it 
would be better for hii^ interests to have 
a talk w ith Mr. Seoville. ns the latter want- 
ed to leave the eity in a few days and 
probably won hi not return till the conrt 
in banc met, tiio tliinl Monday of this 
month. Guiteau greeted Mr. JStovillu in 
« surly, careless manner, and as soon as 
the conversation was be^'un ho nphraiileci 
him for not. being more discreet in talking' 
about a commutation of sentence. 

" I want yon to nnderstand, Scoville," 
said Guiteau, "that 1 don't want mv sen- 
tence commuted to sentence for life. If 
Arthur can't give me a free, fnll pardon, I 
don't want any favors from him. 1 don't 
want any more interference in tliis matter 
When I want a pardon I shall send word 
to the President, and at the same time pre- 
sent him with a copy of the new edition 
Of my book; tliat will lix it." He then 
asked if anythijijj; (U'linite iiad been learn- 
ed regarding tlie intentions o£ Gen. Butler 
or Messrs. Merrick and Cook. When told 
that it was iloubtful if either cc»nld attend 
to bis case lie »aid he said tiiat it did not 
matter much, and that he would .sooner 
attend to his mwh aM'airs. Then in a gen- 
erous spirit lie called Mr. .Scoville asi<le, 
and, placing one hundred and twenty-live 
dollars in his hand, he said. 

Here is a part of the money that I le- 
ceived from the sale of my old clothes. 
You have been prettv kind to me after all 
and I guess you neensome money.'' 

Mr. iScoville and his client conversed in 
a low tone for several mintes and when 
they conclueed (uiiteau smilin^'Iy annon- 
ced that he had buried the liatciiet and 
did'nt intend to quarrel with his friends 
any more, " although," he added, " Sco- 
ville shouM not have said that 1 should 
be hung or my sentence commuted to im- 
prisonment for life." 

Guiteau seemed very anxious to ascer- 
tain the progress that was being made with 
his book, stating that Ke had irequent re- 
(juests for copies from visitors to his cell, 
and he concluded the interview by charg- 
inff Mr. Scoville to hurry up the matter, in 
oraer, as he said, " that the receipts might 
be increased."
